WASHINGTON.  May  25.— Three 
weeks  after  tha  astonishing  election 
of  Marshal  von  Hindenburg  the  Oar- 
man  situation  seams  still  complex  and 
baffling.  Ho  many  different  Inter- 
pretations have  been  put  upon  the 
outcome  that  the  lay  reader  finds 
himself  still  confused.  Moreover  we 
are,  still  too  near  the  war  not  to  think 
In  terms  of  war  psychology  of  tha 
German  and  of  hla  purposes. 

There  Is,  however,  one  phase  of  the 
Qerman  situation,  which  1  studied 
with  considerable  care  In  Berlin,  a 
phaaa  which  I  believe  has  an  Im- 
portance not  to  be  exaggerated  and 
haa  so  far  received  on  the  whole  too 
little  notice  outside  of  Germany. 
Tha  recent  election  seems  at  a  dis- 
tance to  be  mainly  exclusively  a  bat- 
tle between  Republican  and  Monarch  - 
lat,  and*  the  whole  domestic  political 
situation  seems  to  revolve  about 
these  two  fixed  points. 

In  reality  this  is  hardly  the  case. 
You  have  in  Germany,  to  be  sure,  the 
two  great  contending  force*.  Repub- 
lican and  Nationalist,  the  former 
comprising  three  political  parties,  tha 
Socialists,  the  Democrats  end  tha 
Catholic  Centre;  the  latter,  nominally 
at  least,  Including  the  Nationalists, 
now  almost  complstely  centralised 
Into  one  party,  nnd  the  People's 
Party,  which  represents  the  great  in- 
dustrialists, and  Is  the  party  of  Big 
Business  exclusively. 

But  wholly  apsrt  from  the  Issue  of 
Republic  or  Monarchy  a  new  struggla 
la  developing  In  Germany,  and  It  is 
not  mainly  connected  With  this  purely 
political  debate.  Capital  and  I^abor 
in  Germany  are  stripping  for  a  battle 
to  the  finish  over  the  issue  of  whJ^h.

LONDON.  May  25. — The  body  of 
the  Karl  of  Ypres.  who.  as  Field  Mar- 
shal French,  was  In  supreme  com- 
mand of  tha  British  forces  In  France 
In  the  aarly  part  of  the  war.  was 
brought  to  London  todsy  from  his 
home  In  Deal,  where  he  died  laat 
week.  Tha  body  was  cremated,  and 
tonight  tha  ashes  rested  In  the  chapel 
of  tha  Irish  Guards,  Wellington  Bar- 
racks, beneath  a  collection  of  tat* 
tered  regimental  banners. 

More  than  20,00*  persons  reverently 
filed  past  the  coffin  tonight  during  the 
few  hour*  the  chapel  was  open.  The 
coffin  la  covered  with  the  Union  Jack, 
with  tha  Field  Marshal's  sword,  baton 
and  helmet,  and  a  alngle  wreath  from 
the  widow  laid  upon  It.  Four  Irish 
Guardsmen,  with  reversed  arme.  are 
keeping  watch. 

Marshal  Joffre  arrived  In  London 
tonight  from  France  with  a  detach- 
ment of  poll itn.  for  the  funeral  serv- 
ices at  Westminster  Abbey  tomorrow. 
After  the  services  the  ashes  will  be 
taken  to  Ripple  Vale.  Kent,  the  Field 
Marshal's  birthplace,  where  a  private 
Interment  will  be  conducted.

800.  Toyo-Oka.  with  2.000  families; 
Kinoaako,  with  700,  and  Kumlhama. 
with  600,  are  the  principal  towns  that 
suffered,  the  message  says.  Toyo-Oka 
and  Klnoaakl  were  said  to  have  been 
destroyed  mainly  by  fire. 

No  further  anxiety  for  the  stricken 
region  Is  felt,  according  to  the  cable- 
gram. Railway  communications  were 
established  the  day  after  the  quake. 
It  aays,  and  relief  work  Is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.

Armament  Cut  Urged  by  Lloyd 
George  —  Singapore  "Sheer 
Madness" — No  Territory  Is 
Endangered— Japan  Quiet 


LONDON,  May  25.— In  the  House 
of  Commons  tonight  Winston  Church- 
Ill,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
secured  the  second  reading  of  the 
Finance  Bill  embodying  his  budget 
proposals.  The  bill  passed  Its  second 
reading  after  closure  was  applied  and 
carried  and  Philip  Snowden's  motion 
to  reject  the  bill  was  defeated.  SSI  to 
139.  .Application  for  closure  pro- 
voked angry  protests  from  the  op- 
position. 

The  Chancellor  had  again  to  sub- 
mit to  much  criticism  from  Mr. 
Snowden,  Mr.  Ramsey  MacDonald, 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  and  others,  but 
would  not  bs  atlrred  from  the  con- 
viction of  the  value  of  his  proposals. 
He  maintained  that,  with  the  modi- 
fications he  had  already  propoaed,  the 
■Ilk  duties  would  form  a  permanent 
part  of  the  country's  revenue. 

The  Chancellor  further  declared 
that  the  Government  had  no  Inten- 
tion of  postponing  the  pensions 
scheme,  but  he  promised  a  statement 
In  due  course  which  would  rsduce  to 
very  small  proportions  the  fears  that 
the  scheme  would  be  a  burden  on  in- 
dustry. 

Lloyd  George  mads  an  Interesting 
contribution,  arguing  that  the  Chan- 
cellor ought  to  cut  down  expenditures 
on  armament,  since  there  was  no 
longer  Any  menace  to  British  terri- 
tory. He  remarked  that  alnee  the 
earthquake  Japan  could  contemplate 
no  schemes  of  aggression.'  and  he 
characterised  the  Singapore  naval 
base  plan  as  "sheer  madness." 

Winding  up  the  debate.  Premier 
Baldwin  denied  thst  the  imposition 
of  the  McKenna  duties  or  the  silk  La* 
was  protectionist.  They  were  purely 
revenue  duties.  He  declared  that 
Britain  had  traveled  a  long  way  to- 
wards Its  rehabilitation  as  the  finan- 
cial centre  of  the  world.  The  first 
step  was  the  balanced  budget  of  1616; 
the  second  waa  the  funding  of  the 
United  States  debt:  the  third  waa  a 
provision  in  the  budget  Introduced

NEW  YORK,  May  tl— What  haa 
become  of  the  Amundsen- Ellsworth 
Polar  filers?  They  started  snder  ex- 
cellent flying  conditions  last  Thurs- 
dsy  afternoon,  and  It  la  altogether 
likely  that  they  reached  the  Pore. 

Once  there,  they  would  almost  cer- 
tainly have  a  look  into  the  edge,  at 
least  an  obaervatlon  of  the  blank 
apaces  between  ths  Pols  snd  Alaska. 
This  Is  probably  the  explanation  of 
their  delayed  return. 

New  Discoveries  Possible 

With  rival  expeditions  planning  to 
find  new  land  there,  neither  Amund- 
aen nor  anyone  else  could  resist  the 
temptation  to  go  further. 

Suppose  new  lsnd  were  discovered, 
would  It  Increase  or  diminish  the 
haxard  of  tha  flight?  Undoubtedly 
it  would  be  less  haaardous  to  alight 
on  lsnd  than  on  rough  and  broksn  sea 
Ice  Interspersed  with  open  lanea  of 
water. 

Once  landed  on  terra  flrma  the 
party  could  be  reasonably  sure  of  a 
certain  amount  of  food,  hecauae  In 
the  Arctic  where  there  is  land  there 
la  life.  No  land  ao  far  dlacovered  In 
th«  North  Is  without  snow -free  aur- 
facea  snd  life-supporting  vegetation 
for  land  animals  and  birds. 

The  Arctic  Is  a  land -rimmed  sea 
and  land  Ufa  In  some  amo-jnt 
has  migrated  over  ths  asa  Ice

Return  Limit  Three  Months 
This  Is  in  contrast  to  the  remote 
snd  Isolsted  Antsretlc  where  exlsUng 
forms  of  life  must  either  swim  or  fly 
great  distances  In  order  to  connect 
with  the  mainland. 

li  Amundsen  has  found  land  and 
has  alighted  on  It.  he  may  return  by 
sir  after  a  short  exploration  of  his 
finds;  or  with  his  airplanes  recovered 
he  may  wait,  living  off  the  resources  of 
the  new  lsnd.  until  ths  ice  la  once 
more  firm.

The  outcome  of  the  heroic  exploit 
undertaken  by  Amundsen  end  Ells- 
worth In  their  polar  flight  looked 
more  and  more  precarious  all  day  to- 
day, as  the  brisk  north  wind  grew  In 
Intensity,  threatening  Just  auch  a 
"howling  gale"  as  Peary  met  near  the 
Pole. 

Within  another  twenty-four  hours, 
according  to  our  meteorologists,  this 
wind  will  probably  fill  the  whole  Arc- 
tic space  with  fog  or  anow.  making 
Intelligent  flight  almost  Impossible. 

If  Amundsen  has  been  camping  out 
at  the  Pole  taking  advantage  of  fine 
weather  for  aclentlflc  observations, 
today's  weather  should  force  htm 
back  to  us  on  the  wlajga  of  the  wind.

If  fine  weather  waa  encountered  at 
the  Pole.  Amundsen  would  probably 
lengthen  his  stay  considerably,  in 
order  to  make  the  fullest  possible  sci- 
entific observations.

— Ths  death  of 
the  Earl  of  Ypres,  formerly  Sir  John 
French,  ban  drawn  attention  to  a  con- 
troversy that  has  been  waged  for 
some  time  over  his  actlona  following 
the  outbreak  of  war  In  1»14. 

The  controvery  concerning  the  Earl 
of  Ypres  has  been  before  the  Brltlah 
public  particularly  since  be  publlehed 
his  book  entiUed  "If  14."  which  con- 
tained much  outspoken  and  adverse 
criticism  of  his  subordinates  snd  some 
Freseh  genersls.  and  which  did  not 
except  I^ord  Kitchener.  The  argument 
has  been  especially  bitter  concerning 
the  battle  of  La  Catssu.  and  General 
Sir  Horace  Hmlth-Dorrlea's  part  In  It. 

Just  about  the  time  of  the  operation 
on  the  Earl  of  Ypres.  Sir  Horace 
Smith -Dorrlen  published  a  book  of 
"Memoirs."  in  which  he  devotes  twslve 
chapters  to  the  operationa  in  France 
and  makes  a  spirited  defence  against 
the  Earl  of  Ypres'  attacka  upon  him 
In  connection  with  the  battle. 

Battle  of  Jjt>  Cateau 

Le  Cateau  waa  an  incident  that  fol- 
lowed closely  on  the  heela  of  the  Bat- 
tle of  Mona.  which  had  been  fought 
August  2$.  1»14.  The  British  troops 
In  France  at  that  period  comprised 
only  four  divisions  of  infantry  and  one 
cavalry  division,  the  whole  command- 
ed by  Sir  John  French.

Carps  were  extricated  skilfully  from 
the  enveloping  operations  of  General 
von  Kluck  snd  retired  from  the 
vicinity  of  Mons  to  ths  general  line  of 
Le  Cateau -Cambrai.  the  pressure  from 
the  Germans  being  maintained.

Business  In  Germany  la  confronted 
hy  the  problem  of  regaining  foreign 
markets,  a  thing  only  poasibla  If 
German  products  can  be  sold  cheap- 
ly, which  in  turn  means  produced 
cheaply. 

Now  In  thia  great  economic 
struggle  which  Is  developing.  the 
lines  of  battle  are  quite  different 
from  those  in  the  political  debate 
over  the  form  of  government.  If  the 
Sociallats  represent  I.abor  exclusive- 
ly, the  other  Republican  par'les.  thr 
Democratic  and  the  Centre  are  mado 
up  of  members  of  both  classes. 
There  are  employers  nnd  employed, 
dixlded  by  the  main  :asue  betwocn 
ripltal  and  labor.  Thus  at  the  out- 
net  one  must  see  tho  eaaentl.il  fact 
lhat  there  is  a  fundamental  lack  of 
unity  within  'he  Republican  ranks 
on  the  grea<est  domeelic  iaaue  in  tier- 
ninny.  that  is  the  economic  lastic. 

On  tha  other  side  the  Nationalists 
and  tha  People's  Party  are  aub- 
atantlally  united  on  the  queatlon  of 
economlca.  The  Nallonallata  are 
dominated  by  the  ajria\rlan  interests, 
which  deaire  high  tariffs  on  food 
atuffa  and  include  the  nobility  and  the 
great  landownera.  The  Paople'a 
Party  Is.  aa  I  have  aaid.  the  repre- 
sentative of  Big  Business.  Moreover 
these  two  groups  not  only  have  com- 
mon Interests,  but  they  have  the 
tradition  of  common  action  coming 
from  old  Imperial  days. 

Buwinciw  Before  Sentiment 

In  tha  matter  of  Republic  or  Mon- 
archy the  Nationalists  are  manifestly 
uncompromisingly  for  the  restoration 
of  the  monarchy.  But  the  situation 
of  the  People'a  Party  Is  slightly  dif- 
ferent. In  theory  I  imagine  the  ma- 
jority of  the  l*eople's  Party  prefer  a 
monarchy,  but  In  practice  Big  Bual- 
neaa  la  necessarily  concerned  with 
inaurlng  that  form  of  Government 
which  la  best  suited  to  enable  It  to 
work  advantageoualy  at  home  and 
abroad.  It  approaches  the  political 
problem  from  the  economic  angle. 

Thus  there  develops  between  the 
Nationalists  and  the  People's  Party 
ari  obvloua  line  of  cleavage.  Tha  Big 
Buainaaa  representativea  recognise 
clearly  that  the  price  of  Oerman 
economic  rehabllltlatlon  must  be 
foreign  confidence.  Germany  must 
have  large  long-term  loans  because 
she  lacka  capital  to  get  her  vaat  In- 
dustriee  running  again,  she  must 
have  peace,  because  only  under 
peaceful  conditions  can  she  regain 
foreign  markets  and  get  rid  of 
foreign  armies  of  occupation. 

Nona  of  theae  aaaential  raqulre- 
menta  would  be  poaalble.  naturally. 
If  tha  progreaa  of  domestic  politics 
within  Germany  gave  alarm  to  the 
outside  world.  And  any  attempt  to 
upset  the  Republic  now  and  bring 
back  the  monarchy  would  manifest- 
ly conatltute  a  danger  algnal  to  tha 
outalde  world.  Thus  tha  cardinal 
principle  of  the  People'a  Party  has 
been,  and  remalna,  to  adjourn  all  die- 
t-union of  the  matter  of  form  of 
Government  and  concentrate  all  at- 
tention on  the  restoration  of  German 
Industrial  prosperity. 

Prosperity  Demanded  Flra* 

With  thia  condition  the  People's 
Party  leaders  are  willing  to  envisage 
an  eventual  reatoration  of  the  mon- 
archy In  some  form;  not  the  old 
form,  for  they  are  too  Intelligent  to 
believe  that  one  can  go  hack  to  the

In  effect  the  Rtrenemann-Luther 
Cabinet  was  formed  with  this  pro- 
gramme: In  foreign  politics  the  Oer- 
man Government  was  to  seek  to 
reatore  the  German  situation  '  by 
Creating  an  atmosphere  of  con- 
fidence; it  waa  essential  to  give 
evidence  of  an  jntentlqn  to  fulfil 
under  the  Dawee  Plan  gnd  also  to 
meet  the  French  faaling  of  appre- 
henalon  by  some  proof  of  German 
willingness  to  Insure  French  In* 
tegrlty  and  security  within  tha 
frontiers  laid  down  by  the  Treaty  of 
Versailles. 

Business  First  Object 

Meantime  on  the  domestic  side  the 
position  of  Big  Business  was  to  be 
made  secure  by  the  alliance  between 
the  Nationalists  and  the  People's 
Party,  supported  by  the  capitalistic 
elements  in  the  Democratic  and 
Centre  Parties.  The  purpoee  of  the 
Luther-Stresemann  Cabinet  was  to 
hold  back  extreme  Nationalistic  activ- 
ity, making  concessions  when  neces- 
sary, to  prevent  any  ralaing  of  the 
dynastic  question,  adjoining  for  ten 
yeara  at  least,  until  foreign  occupa- 
tion had  terminated,  the  debate  over 
the  form  of  Government. 

Thia  la  the  key  to  all  which  hap- 
pened In  Germany  prior  to  the  Hln- 
denburg election.  That  explaina  the 
varloua  moves  made  by  Streaemann 
to  satisfy  France.  It  explaina  tha 
propoeed  peace  pacta,  the  prompt 
and  complete  compliance  with  the 
reparations  provisions  of  the  Dawee 
Plan.  And  up  to  tha  moment  of 
Ebert's  death,  despite  the  protests  of 
the  more  extreme  wing  of  the  Na- 
tionalistic camp,  tha  policy  pre- 
vailed and  waa  bearing  fruits  In  the 
way  of  Increased  foreign  confidence, 
even  In  France. 

When  Ebert  died  an  election  waa 
forced  at  the  worst  conceivable 
moment  for  the  Luther-Streaemann 
combination,  for  while  it  made  all  Its 
concessions  abroad.  It  haa  so  far 
brought  back  no  results.  The  evacua- 
tion of  the  Cologne  aone,  fixed  by  tha 
Treaty  of  Veraalllea  for  early 
Jai.uary  had  been  Interrupted  by  the 
report  of  the  Allied  Commission  that 
Germany  had  evaded  the  disarma- 
ment provisions  of  the  Treaty.  Noth- 
ing definite  had  come  of 
posala  to  France. 


time    Is  a 


haps  shall  see  for  a  long 
battle,  not  between 
Monarchists,  for  the  present  the 
Republicans  sre  relegated  to  the 
side  lines,  but  between  Big  Busineaa 
and  the  Monarchists,  and  the  Issue  la 
not  the  form  of  government,  but  tha 
time  when  a  restoration  may  be 
wlaely  and  profitably  undertaken.

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A  CONCERT  OF  NATIONS 

The  Genera  Protocol  is  dead  and 
it  is  the  ta»k  of  statesmanship  to  find 
some  conception  that  will  offer  an 
alternative  acceptable  to  the  nation, 
as  a  whole.  That  alternative,  un- 
doubtedly, will  lie  in  a  concert  of  the 
Power.,  which,  in  it.  composition, 
will  probably  resemble  the  old  Con- 
cert of  Kurope.  The  United  State., 
which,  so  far  a.  the  League  of  Na- 
tion, is  concerned,  has  adopted  a 
policy  of  isolation,  will  stand  outside 
such  a  concert  until  it  become,  a 
member  of  the  League,  and  it  is  not 
clear  that  American  public  opinion 
is  trending  in  that  direction. 

The  old  Concert  of  Kurope  was 
criticised  in  many  quarters..  It  is  true 
that  it  may  be  said  to  have  broken 
down,  but  so  will  any  concert  under 
peculiar  circumstances  of  strain,  just 
as  the  Protocol  of  the  League,  framed 
bjf  M  Hcrriot  and  Mr.  Ramsay 
MocDonald,  would  also  have  broken 
down  because  it  .ought  to  destroy 
national  control  over  the  defence 
lorces  of  a  country.  The  old  Concert 
of  Kurope  fulfilled,  however,  a  most 
important  mission.  It  insured  sta 
billty  of  policies  and  general  peace 
extending  over  a  long  period  ol 
years.  A  similar  concert  is  needed  to 
permit  Kurope  to  pass  through  the 
necessary  process  of  rehabilitation. 

Whatever  concert  is  formed  its 
stfeeess  in  a  measure  will  lie  in  its 
freedom  from  destructive  criticism.  It 
most  be  sufficiently  powerful  to  with- 
stand aggression  and  to  give  the 
world  assurance  that  its  main  object 
is  to  prevent  the  outbreak  of  a  major 
war  No  doubt  it  is  some  such  pur- 
pose that  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain 
has  in  view  and  such  will  be  pro- 
posed at  the  forthcoming  meeting  of 
the  League  of  Nations'  Council.  The 
world  expects  something  to  replace 
the  Protocol,  and.  since  Britain  put 
an  end  to  that  pact  as  a  practical  ven- 
ture, it  is  to  Britain  that  the  world 
will'  look  for  the  proposal  of  an 
ilternative 


putting  a  time  limit  on  speeches  will 
be  opposed  vigorously  in  an  age  when 
talking  has  become  the  ruling  pas- 
sion There  are  germs  of  common 
sense  in  all  the  wcomniendations 
and  most  of  all  in  those  which  would

THE  ORIENTAL  PROBLEM 

The  Montreal  Star  offers  some  ad- 
vice on  what  has  become  known  a. 
the  Oriental  problem  in  this  quarter 
of  the  Dominion.  That  new.paper 
ha.  learned,  through  rumor,  from 
Ottawa,  that  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment may  be  contemplating  »ome 
new  and  drastic  steps  ostensibly  to 
establish  a  further  barrier  against 
Asiatic  immigration.  It  has  learned 
also  that  these  steps  may  be  designed, 
just  as  much,  to  woo  the  British  Co- 
lumbia vote  in  the  coming  Federal 
election.  The  Star  points  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  those  in  this  Dominion 
who  would  unwittingly  risk  war  in 
order  to  carry  a  local  constituency, 
though  it  admits  that  they  wouldn't 
do  this  if  they  knew;  but  they  do  not 
know.  In  commencing  on  the  rumors 
that  have  been  current.  The  Star  says: 

The  people  on  this  continent,  on 
either  tide  of  the  famous  unfortihed 
boundary  line,  will  make  a  capital 
mistake  if  they  imagine  that  the  deli- 
cate and  careful  diplomacy  so  much 
needed  between  Ruropean  nations,  if 
war  i>  to  be"  avoided,  can  be  safely 
thrown  to  the  winds  in  our  dealings 
with  the  yellow  races  of  Asia.  There 
is  no  more  sensitive  nation  in  the 
world  today  than  Japan.  There  is 
none  to  whom  a  sentimental  wound 
in  its  sense  of  honor  is  more  inflam- 
ing. There  is  none  that  needs  more 
careful  handling.  Yet  we  all— Cana- 
dians and  Americans — seem  to  deal 
with  questions  and  situations  that 
touch  the  Asiatic  as  if  there  was  no 
one  in  Asia  who  could  effectively  re- 
sent anything  we  may  do.  It  would 
be  safer  today— far  safer — to  bully 
Germany,  insult  Prance,  or  even  train 
our  guns  on  much-battered  ."Dows- 
ing Street^

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COMMONS  REFORM 

Aiier  the  expedience  of  the  present 
•cation,  when  w^ck.  of  time  and 
thousands  of  dollar,  of  the  taxpayers 
money  were  frittered  away  in  idle 
speech  making,  it  i.  .mall  wonder 
that  the  impre..ion  should  at  last 
have  been  created  that  the  time  has 
come  for  reform  in  the  Federal 
House  of  Common..  A  .pecial  com- 
mittee is  now  working  on  a  revision 
of  the.  rules  whereundcr  business  is 
conducted.  Waste  of  time  ha.  be- 
come a  notoriou.  feature  of  ses- 
•ional  procedure.  Parliament  ha. 
now  been  in  .es.ion  'for  upward,  of 
three  months  and  practically  nothing 
has  been  done.  It  propose,  to  ad- 
journ within  a  month,  which  means 
that  all  the  vital  legislation  will  be 
crowded  into  that  period,  will,  there- 
fore, be  improperly  considered,  will 
be  half-bake4,  and  will  be  allowed  to 
go  by  default  by  a  House  of  Com- 
mon, which  i*  wearied  of  it.  own 
importunate  verbiage. 

The  condition  of  the  pre.ent  and 
previoue   sessions  may  at  least  be 
remedied,   if,   a.   is    propo.ed,  the 
■peechea  of  private  members,  other 
than  party  leaders,  are  restricted  to 
half  an  hour  each.    Half  an  hour  is 
often  too  much,  for  by  the  time  the 
leaders  have  indicated  policies  there 
is  rarely  much  else  left  to  be  said  of 
practical  value  in  a  Parliament  where 
a  party  majority  rules.    If  members 
are  restricted  to  half-hour  speeches 
possibly  they  wilt  cultivate  the  habit 
of  being  lucid  and  business-like;  per- 
haps they  will  only  speak  when  they 
have  something  to  say,  and,  in  any 
case,  the  country  will  be  saved  time 
and  expense.    Another  proposal  put 
forward  is  that  the  House  should  ad- 
journ   automatically    at    11:30  p.m., 
which  seems  reasonable,  instead  of 
dragging  along    through    the  early 
hours    of    the    morning    with  little 
better  than  a  quorum  present,  and. 
perhaps,  a  congWerable  percentage  of 
that    number    dosing    through  the 
droning  debates.    It  ia  suggested,  too. 
that  there  should  be  an  increase  in 
the  quorum  of  the  House  of  from 
20  to  50.    The  new  quorum  would  be, 
therefore,  still  short  of  one-fourth  of 
the  membership  of  the  House,  but  it 
would  be  better  than  the  conditions 
which  prevail  under  the  existing  rule. 
Even  fifty  ia  only  a  handful  of  tht 
representation   of   the   country  and 
that  such  a  number  should  pass  upon 
expenditures    and    other  important 
matters  is  hardly  consistent  with  the 
idea  of  collective  responsibility.  # 

While  an  increase  in  the  quorum 
it  advised  by  the  special  committe« 
investigating,  a  decrease  in  the  mem 
bcrship  of  standing  committees  is 
recommended  Standing  conrmitteea 
do  much  of  the  spade  work  of  the 
House  of  Commons  as  a  whole,  so 
that  by  reducing  their  personnel  the 
responsibility  for  that  spade  work  is 
narrowed.  These  are  some  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee  of 
inquiry.

Mr.  Mackenire  King  has  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  House  of 
Commons  will  have  no  time  during 
its  present  session  to  discuss  any  pro- 
posals for  Senate  reform.  In*  reply 
to  this  statement  Mr.  Arthur  Mcighen 
takes  the  attitude  that  there  should 
be  no  inter-provincial  conference  on 
the  subject  until  such  time  as  the 
House  of  Commons  has  discussed  the 
question  in  all  its  phases.  The  Prime 
Minister  gave  no  promise  of  this.  In 
fact  he  said  that  the  policy  of  the 
Government  would  be' to  obtain  opin- 
ions from  all  interested  and  respon- 
sible sources  for  submission  to  Par- 
liament when  the  opportunity  arises. 

This  is  a  somewhat  mild  develop- 
ment of  Mr.  King's  red-hot  campaign 
for  Senate  reform,  a  campaign  which 
he  carried  through  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  country.  He  has  ap- 
parently sensed  public  opinion  to  the 
effect  that  Senate  reform  will  not 
make  a  good  rallying  cry  for  the 
Liberals  in  an  election.  Qu/bec,  to 
which  the  Liberals  have  to  look  for 
upwards  of  half  their  representation 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  ia  not 
favorable  to  tampering  with  the  Sen- 
ate's powers.  It  has  practically  gone 
on  record  to  this  effect  by  resolution 
of  its  Legislature.  Without  Quebec's 
sanction  there  can  be  no  Senate  re- 
form. The  discussion  hereafter,  there- 
fore, will  be  academic.  As  a  plank 
in  the  Liberal  programme  Senate  re- 
form has.  gone  a-gtimmering. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  says:  "Though 
our  impassioned  pacifists  and  anxious 
doctors  of  world  ills  await  the  con- 
clusions of  the  Geneva  Conference, 
many  of  us  in  this  country  will  be 
wondering  when  we  arc  going  to 
deal  with  the  illicit  arms  traffic  under 
our  own  roof.  World  disarmament 
is  doubtless  a  shining  goal,  but  we 
should  tike  to  see  a  beginning  at 
home  with  our  industrioua  gunmen. 
Could  some  of  the  earnest  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  are  so  prominent  in 
their  efforts  to  abolish  war  be  in- 
duced to  interest  themselves  in  an  in- 
glorious task  tike  that?  Probably 
not," 


Cyprus  has  attained  a  new  status 
within  the  British  Empire  by  being 
proclaimed  a  colony.  This  island, 
which  was  administered  by  Great 
Britain  from  187H,  was  annexed  on 
November  5,  1914.  Under  the  new 
dispensation  the  High  Commissioner 
will  be  styled  Governor  and  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  non-Moslem  elector- 
ate will  be  increased  from  nine  to 
twelve,  which  will  give  the  non-Mos- 
lem members  a  clear  majority  of  three 
over  the  Moslem  and  non-elective 
members  in  the  Legislative  Council.

When  the  day  does  finally  come  to 
life,  one  atrolls  through  the  village 
and  sees  the  picturesque  women  In 
their  brightly-colored  costumes,  squat- 
ting before  their  wares  at  the  corners 
and  before  the  shops.  The  men  drive 
about  on  their  ponies  in  short  pon- 
cho* to  gay  colors  and  elaborate 
Jackets,  Their  feet  boast  hugh  spurs 
that  look  quite  unnecessary  and  out 
of  place. 

This  colorful,  clean  little  town  is 
quite  modern  In  many  respects.  It  has 
Its  telegraph  und  telephone  and  radios, 
and  camera-as-you-wait  men.  ,  It  is 
a  strange  combination  of  the  eld  and 
the  new,  and  one  can  readily  under- 
stand this  when  one  wanders  a  short 
way  out  of  the  town  and  comes  upon 
old  Indian  settlements  where  the 
medicine  post  still  holds  Its  place  of 
honor  before  the  door,  and  the  huts 
are  made  of  young  trees,  twigs  and 
brush.  But  of  all  Its  little  Inconsis- 
tencies, the  habit  of  waking  the  town 
at  dawn  would  perhaps  strike  us  as 
the  most  unnecessary  and  unpleasant 
one.

Change  In  Type  of  Dread 
P  Incaar 

Smallpox  is  prevalent  not  alone  In 
th-  United  State*,  but  is  genernl 
throughout  the  world  at  the  present 
time,  according  to  the  monthly 
Epidemiological  Report  of  the  Health 
Section  of  the  League  of  Nations 
Secretariat.  Copies  of  the  report  juat  j 
received  at  the  Usrup  <»f  Natlona 
Non-Partisan  Association  In  New 
York  show  that  In  England.  Spain. 
Switzerland.  Algeria  and  Tunla  there 
waa  an  increuae  of  the  disease  In  a 
period  ended   February  21.  J 

The  report  auggeata  that  the  type  of 
smallpox  oow  provalent  in  the  United 
States  haa  changed  from  that  of  pre- 
vious year*,  and  adda: 

"Smallpox  remalna  wldeapread  in 
the  United  Statea  and  nhowa  a  con-  | 
tlnual  tendency  to  Increase;  4.227  casea 
were  reported  In  twenty-seven  Statea 
during  the  four  weeka  ending  Febru- 
ary 21.  aa  agulnat  3.(40  during  the 
preceding  four  weeka.  The  dlaeaae  la 
most  prevalent  In  the  Southern. 
Central  and  Western  8tatea.  The 
outbreak  of  fatal  amallpox  In  Mln- 
neapolla  reached  lta  maximum  In 
December,  but  numeroua  casea  and 
deatha  are  atlll  occurring. 

"The  gradual  Increaae  of  the  fatal- 
ity auggeata  that  a  change  of  type 
has  taken  place,  as  the  fatality  ratio 
la  usually  hlgheat  at  the  beginning  of 
an  epidemic,  while  the  contrary  hae 
been  the  caae  here. 

"Fatal  smallpox  has  been  reported 
from  various  other  cities  during  Janu- 
ary, In  particular  from  Camden,  N.J.. 
where  twenty-four-  caaee  and  nine 
deatha  were  reported  during  the  four 
weeks  ending  January  31.  Twenty- 
flve  deatha  were  reported  .  In  other 
cltlea  during  the  aame  period,  in- 
dicating a  more  severe  t>pc  then 
formerly. 


Two  casea  of  murder  are  down  for 
hearing  at  thla  atttlng  In  Nanulmo.

One  Is  that  of  Rex  va.  Lealle  Dtrkie. 
In  which  the  murder  alleged  Is  that 
of  a  grandchild  of  the  accused,  who 
Is  supposed  to  have  acted  under  some 
strange  religious  Impulse  at  the  time. 
The  other  Is  the  case  of  Rex  va. 
Yamamoto.  In  which  a  Japanese  resi- 
dent of  Port  Alice  Is  accused  of  mur- 
dering a   fellow  countryman. 

The  Crown  claims  In  both  of  these 
cases  that  there  la  no  difficulty  In 
proving  the  taking  of  the  lives.**  The 
whole  question  of  guilt  will  be  as  to 
whether  the  accused  were  mentally 
responsible  for  the  acta. 

A  third  case  of  Importance  la  that 
of  perjury  laid  agalnat  Femandes. 
which  arises  out  of  the  drug  proseru- 
tlons  some  months  ago.  This  case 
has  been  In  the  court  for  some  con- 
siderable time,  and  haa  been  atood 
over  from  time  to  time.  It  Is  an- 
ticipated that  this  case  will  go  to  trial 
at  the  coming  sitting.

The  three  girls — all  of  Toronto — 
for  whom  warranta  charging 
have  been  laaued.  are:    Isabel  Pro 
aliaa  Ruby     Smith,  aged  Hi  Beeair 
Carroll,  aged  l«;  Jennie  MeVlnn.  aged 
If.    The  latter  described  as  the  ring 
leader,  hex  been  arrested.    The  other 
two  are  still  at  large. 

Fourth  Oirt  Telle  of  Maying 

When  the  discovery  was  made  this 
morning,  three  of  the  four  cella  In 
the  ward  were  empty,  with  doors 
wide  open.  The  doors  leading  to  the 
outside  alao  were  open.  In  the  fourth 
cell  wax  Gladys  Palmer,  terrified,  her 
head  burled  In  the  bed  elothea.  Bob- 
bing, ahe  told  of  the  terrible  eventx 
ot  the  night  which  sho  had  over- 
heard, and  how  the  had  bean  fright- 
ened into  allenct  and  did  not  give  an 
alarm. 

Mrs.  Mick  waa  alive  whdn  the  three 
ansa  Hants  left  her.  the  Palmer  girl 
said,  and  ahe  heard  her  moaning. 
Just  before  the  assailants  left  her, 
sh«  aald  »he  heard  them  aay  to  Mra. 
Mirk,  In  urging  her  to  keep  quiet  and 
give  up  her  keys:  "You  have  a  daugh- 
ter. Think  of  her."  To  which  Mrs. 
Mick  replied  feebly:  "I  would  do 
anything  for  her." 

Escape  Plena  Mxdo 

While  the  Palmer  girl  could  not  aee 
what  went  on  In  the  corridor,  this 
dramatic  conversation  la  thought  to 
have  taken  place  when  the  glrla  were 
tying  Mrs.  Mick  to  the  waterpipea. 

The  ward  In  which  the  tragedy  oc- 
curred contalna  four  calia.  two  on 
each  aide  of  the  corridor,  and  adjolna 
the  main  building.  The  four  Inmates 
were  being  given  special  medical 
treatment  and  were,  therefore,  some- 
whet  ieolated  from  the  other  Inmate*. 

About  S  o'clock  Sunday  night,  ac- 
cording to  Gladys   Palmer,  the  Mc 
Vlnn  girl  called  out:    "I'm  going  to 
make  my  getaway  tonight. 

"I  am  with  you,"  said  the  Carroll 
girl. 

Isabel  Prouse  called  out:    "I'd  like 
to  go,  too,  but  I  have  cold  feet."

One  of  thoae  whose  tribute  In 
remembrance  waa  thus  atolen  Is  a 
young  lady  who  had  given  of  her 
earnings  to  buy  flowers  in  mem- 
ory of  her  brother.  Hie  name, 
too.  la  on  the  tablet,  unique  alike 
In  its  setting  and  In  the  graceful 
action  which  devised  that  setting. 
And  the  little  affectionate  token 
In  remembrance  of  him  has  been 
despoiled,  and  some  of  the  flowers 
have  been  cast  down  and  tram- 
pled, by  thoae  aurely  who  did  not 
realize  what  they  were  doing.

An  Kngllsh  sparrow  btilll  a  nest  in 
a  small  fuse  box  on  a  l.oeo-vplt  power 
line  In  Mouth  Weymouth,  Mass,  and 
created  a  noisy  interference  for  rudio 
listeners  ovsr  ap  area  of  several  square 
miles.  Trouble  shooters  of  the  Wey- 
mouth Light  and  Power  f'nmpnny 
sesrehed  for  the  source  of  disturbance 
with  a  loop  antenns  connected  to  a 
receiving  set.  The  hunt  led  to  the 
fuse  box. 

Many  complaints  that  radio  pro- 
grammes  were  being  Interfered  with 
were  received  st  the  office  of  the  \v  ,.y. 
mouth  Light  and  Power  Company,  and 
petition*  were  sent  to  the  Federal 
Radio  Supervisor  at  Boston. 

Members  of  the  technical  staff  nt 
WKKI.  Boston.  volunteered  their 
services  to  try  to  locate  the  disturb- 
ance In  Weymouth  by  using  loop  re- 
ceivers In  automobiles,  together  with 
fault  locators,  consisting  of  ear  phones 
with  s  fish  pole  attachment  and  am- 
plifiers Ths  line  from  which  the  dis- 
turbance originated  was  located  eas- 
ily. It  constated  of  nine  mllea  of  wire, 
carrying  *  &. SOS-volt  power  supply, 
running  from  the  central  power  sta- 
tion In  E**t  Weymouth  through  ths 
eastern  section  of  the  town  Into  South 
Weymouth,  creasing  thst  section  of 
ths  town  Into  ths  towns  of  Holbreek 
and  Randolph. 

The  Interference  wa*  steady  day  and 
night,  and  varied  very  little  la  In- 
tensity a  mile  either  side  of  this  nine, 
mile  stretch  ot  wire.  Dee  to  this  line 
carrying  the  light  ana  power  supply 
for  the  towns  of  Holbrook  and  Ran- 
dolph, the  circuit  could  net  be  Inter- 
rupted eacept  for  one  minute  during 
the  noon  hour,  as  several  factories, 
depended   upon   this    line    for  their

But 
there  Is  plenty  of  food.  His  party 
have  guns  with  them,  with  which 
they  can  kill  the  wild  things  of  the 
Arctic." 

Rescue  Aid  Offered 

Interviewed  at  Liverpool  to«ay. 
Commsnder  Frank  Arthur  Worsley. 
who  captained  Hhackletons  Endur- 
ance, said  he  would  gladly  partlctpste 
In  an  Amundsen  'rescue  expedition. 
Worsley  |M  a  member  of  the  Agarsnon 
Polar  expedition,  which  plains  to  go 
northward  In  a  dirigible  airship  of 
the  British  •'blimp"  type.  Its  de- 
parture, scheduled  for  early  May.  has 
been  delayed,  but  Worsley  thinks  It 
may  still  reach  Spitsbergen  In  time  to 
help  search  for  Amundsen. 

"If  Aniundaen  landed  on  a  smooth 
Ice  floe,  he  may  have  been  forced  to 
make  a  long  ski  run  to  tha  Pole,  and 
good  news  may  still  come  during  the 
next  Ave  days."  Worsley  said,  "though 
the  chances  of  so  simple  an  outcome 
are  not  altogether  great." 

Commander  K.  Pestrud.  Norweglsn 
naval  attache  here,  who  accompanied 
Amundsen  on  his  Hoath  Polar  expedi- 
tion In  I  tit,  today  said  he  thought 
there  was  no  reason  yet  for  worrying 
about  the  Danish  explorer. 

"I  do  not  deny  that  it  might  be 
possible  for  Amundsen  to  get  to  the 
Pole,  remain  there  a  few  hours,  and 
be  back  within  a  day."  he  said,  "but  If 
It  were  done  It  would  be  a  matter  for 
wonder.  I  prefer  to  consider  possi- 
bilities that  are  much  more  likely.

And  when  thla  thought  la  expressed 
in  ao  many  worda.  right  then  any 
harmony  which  may  have  reigned  in 
the  family  will  be  apllt  three  waya; 
or  aa  many  waya  aa  there  are  mem- 
bers of  the  family  who  have  ideas  aa 
to  the  correct  place  to  go.  Father, 
aa  nominal  head  of  the  family,  will 
probably  alate  emphatically  that  he 
ia  not  particular  where  they  go,  but 
there  must  be  a  golf  course  among 
those  present.  Mother,  not  under- 
standing the  difference  between  a 
cleok  and  «  bunker  and  not  wishing 
to  be  a  golf  widow  for  two  or  three 
weeka,  la  Indifferent  to  thla  ultima- 
tum. Brother  BUI  rlaee  and  lnforma 
the  family  that  the  Hobunkum  River 
la  the  only  pluce  north  of  the  forty- 
third  parallel  worth  visiting,  aa  the 
Ashing  is  tophole;  but  Marge,  who  is 
nineteen  and  knows  it.  rejecta  thla  aa 
impossible,  aa  there  is  not  a  tennis 
court  within  a  fifty-mile  radius  and 
nowhere  to  canoe. 

Publicity  and  Promotion 

The  reault  is  a  great  deal  of  highly- 
colored  literature  from  twelve  rail- 
road and  five  ateamahlp  llnoa  lying 
around  the  living-room  for  weeks, 
each  pamphlet  pointing  out  that 
travel  on  that  particular  line  will  he 
the  means  of  asaurlng  the  traveler  of 
a  vacation  of  unalloyed  delight  which 
they  will  never  forget.  It  U  probable 
that  the  tourlat  will  never  forget  the 
trip,  anyway,  especially  if  his  bag- 
gage la  held  up  for  a  couple  of  days. 
Or  he  finds  he  cannot  go  via  the 
Grand  Canyon,  although  he  waa  sure 
bis  ticket  waa  meant  to  read  that 
way. 

And  it  la  In  tnc  glorious  Spring  that 
the  passenger  traffic  offlclala  of  all 
tranaportatlon  lines  gird  up  their 
lolna.  pull  tight  their  belts  and  oil  up 
the  wheela  within  wheels  which  will 
enable  them  to  handle  the  maximum 
amount  of  trlpp#rs  and  tourlats  with 
a  minimum  of  friction.  The  one  pre- 
dominating idea  of  the  rank  and  file 
of  railroaders  in  to  fulfill  their  con- 
tract with  the  traveling  public.  A 
paaeenger  traffic  man  aells  a  tourlat 
a  ticket  to  Carbunkle  City  and  then 
hands  him  over  to  the  operating  de- 
partment with  the  words,  more  or 
leas,  'There,  I*ve  got  you  a  passenger! 
This  gentleman  has  paid  ua  I16.2S  to 
tranaport  him  to  Carbunkle;  so  it's  up 
to  you."  The  train  pulls  out.  and  the 
paaeenger  arrive*  at  hla  destination 
on  time  and  everybody  la  satisfied. 
Sometimes! 

When  one  considers  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  tourista  handled  annual- 
ly by  Canadian  llnea.  it  la  aurprlalng 
at  the  amall  percentage  of  mlxups 
occurring;  and  the  majority  of  these 
Inconveniences  are  of  a  very  trivial 
nature  and  could  easily  have  been 
|  avoided  by  a  alight  knowledge  of 
I  what  Is  and  what  Is  not  done  on  a 
railroad.  To  one  veraed  In  transpor- 
tation lore  many  of  the  coniplulntn 
reglatered  do  not  appear  to  be  of 
great  Import.  but  to  the  Individual 
passenger.  Inconvenienced  by  non- 
arrlvai  of  baggage,  inability  to  obtain 
sleeping  berths,  late  arrival  of  tralna. 
loat  connections  with  other  trslns, 
etc..  his  complaint  assumes  somewhat 
larger  proportions;  in  fact,  auch  oc- 
currences will  go  •  long  way  to  mar 
an  otherwlee  perfect  holiday. 

It  is  not  only  Mr.  Paaeenger  Trnfllc 
Official  who  la  beginning  to  act  as  If 
he  had  eat  on  a  high  tension  wire  un- 
suspectingly. The  humble  bagjrngf 
agent  Is  beginning  to  wonder  how 
many  more  grey  halra  will  adorn  hla 
cranium  at  the  end  of  the  coming 
Summer.  It  la  in  connection  wltn 
baggage  that  the  tourist  so  ofton 
wanta  to  know  the  why  or  the  where- 
fore. Why  has  he  to  pay  etcraa? 
Why  do  we  have  to  put  him  into  n 
box?  Mrs.  Jones  only  had  a  chain 
on  her  dog  when  ahe  went  East.  Why 
can't  we,  havs  that  rug  strapped  on 
to  the  sultcsse?  In  fact,  to  the 
hnraaaed  baggage  agent  Just  before 
train  time  It  seems  to  be  one  grand 
round  of  ';why." 

Attempta  in  Tell  "Why" 
lie  will  flnlah  explaining  that  there 
la  ISO  pounds  of  personal  baggage  al- 
lowed free  to  every  passenger  and 
then  be  Informed  thst  the  passenger 
haa  decided  to  take  Toto  Into  the  car 
with  them  so  that  he  will  nbt  make 
extra  baggage.  Unfortunately.  Toto 
muat  be  torn  from  his  owners,  aa  n  > 
dogs  are  a  Mowed  m  the.  passenger 
coaches,  and  then  the  passenger 
learns  that  a  dog  Is  charged  for  at  the 
rate  of  100  pounda  excess  baggags, 
whether  his  weight  with  the  baggage 
would  not  come  to  1 50  pounda  or  not, 
and  If  the  dog  weighs  more  than  ion 
pounds,  such  extra  weight  must  he 
paid  for  accordlWVly  The  train  Is 
perhapa  due  to  leave  In  five  minutes 
or  so.  and  then  comes  the  final  straw 
— Toto  must  be  put  Into  a  crate  or 
box  as  their  Journey  Involves  a  trans- 
fer between  two  stations  at  an  Inter- 
mediate point,  or  he  can  only  bo 
checked  to  the  Intermediate  point 
where  he  must  he  taken  delivery  of 
snd  rechecked.  Toto  must  also  hare 
a  good  husky  collar  and  chain  on. 
and  If  the  owner  haa  come  down  to 
the  station  without  these  prerequi- 
sites, the  deal  to  off. 

"Well.  TtmUs  Over  With" 
But  the  psswenger  finally  gets  to 
hla  destination  and  watches  the  de- 
parting train  with  ths  thankful  feel- 
ing. "Well,  that's  over  with."  He 
probably  wilt  wslk  over  to  the  bag- 
gage  room,  feel  In  hia  pocket  for  hla 
checks  snd— they  can  not  be  found. 
The  baggage  agent  listen,  to  his  story 
snd  sympathises  with  him,  and  Mr. 
Traveler  desert bes  the  pieces.  juet 
two  ordinary  sultcsses.  he  will  any; 
yes.  brown  ones.  No.  I  didn't  bother 
to  have  my  initials  put  on  them,  but 
they  have  straps  round  them;  you'll 
know  them  at  a  glance.  The  baggage 
agent  sighs  dismally;  he  haa  rerelvad 
forty-three  suit  cases  off  ths  train  In 

Hon  and  forty-two  of  t 
brown  and  forty  have  strap* 
them,  but  after  ten  minutes' 
they  locate  the  right  ones  and  they 
ssuss  be  thoroughly  Identifies.  Mere 
rigmarole,   but  necessary,     and  Mr. 
Traveler  signs  a  form  which   has  to 
be  made  out,  but  Jibes  whan  asked  for 
it  ceata  each  far  the  two  stubs  of  the 
cheeks  hs  mislaid  or  lost.

"Why  do  I  hers  to  ae\y  for  them? 
they  certainly  were     not    worth  14 
cents  each.    What's  the  hlg  Idea  f* 


two  parts  of  each  check,  proper'/ 
matched  up.  are  the  company'a  only 
proof  that  the  baggage  hat  been  de- 
livered o  K  .  and  than  ask  the  pas- 
senger to  deposit  26  cents  for  each 
c"*c''.  *°  that  if  the  mlaalng  stubs  aro 
located  he  will  have  an  incentive  to 
return  them  to  the  railroad,  wfeo  will 
be  glad  to  return  hla  money  and  have 
their  records  in  good  order. 

Only  a  llttla  thing.  Quite  right,  but 
If  the  owner  had  made  a  note  of  the 
check  numbers  in  his  pocket  book 
hslf  the  trouble  would  have  been 
done  away  with. 

•  Or  the  aame  man  may  leave  his 
baggac«  gt  ths  depot  and  go  and  get 

hla  room  fixed  up  at  the  hotel,  leaving 
the  baggage  on  hand  until  next  day. 
He  arrives  at  the  depot  next  ^  after- 
noon and  flnda  15  cents  storage  as- 
sessed on  each  piece  of  baggage.  Hla 
remarka  on  discovering  thla  state  of 
affalra  are  brief  but  to  the  point,  but 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
for  Canada  are  emphatic  In  tbla  re- 
gard,  and  he  has  to  stand  tor  what  he 
la  certain  Is  daylight  robbery.  He 
rarely  appreciatea  that  at  a  busy  sta- 
tion a  hundred  or  more  plecee  of  bag- 
gage on  hand  for  a  day  or  two  cauaes 
quite  a  congestion,  and  the  main  Idea 
of  assessing  storsge  Is  so  that  people 
will  take  delivery  of  their  baggage 
and  aave  their  pocketbooks;  incldsnt- 
ally  saving  the-  company'a  employees 
a  great  deal  of  work. 

What  Is  Baggage? 

Another  little  thing  which  ofjen 
cauaea  the  casual  tourist  trouble  rs 
exactly  what  he  puts  Into  his  trunk  or 
spltcaae.  The  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners for  Csnada  define  baggage 
aa  wearing  apparel  and  toilet  articles 
for  actual  use.  an^d  sppropriate  for 
wear,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
traveler  for  the  purposea  of  his  Jour- 
ney, but  anything  from  a  amall  ssfe  to 
a  trunk  full  of  cheese  has  been 
offered  for  checking.  Nothing  can 
mar  a  holiday  like  a  good  hot  tight 
with  somo  baggage  representative  at 
the  atart  of  the  journey,  or  at  deatina- 
tion.  and  then  having  to  pay  out  per- 
fectly good  money  which  would  have 
been  absolutely  unnecessary  if  the 
passenger  had  a  chat  with  the  local 
baggage  agent  before  getting  ready 
for  his  trip. 

There  Is  a  case  on  record  of  a  tin 
trunk  being  received  at  a  atatlon  with 
blood  dripping  from  the  lid.  The 
bagguge  agent  immediately  reported 
the  matter  to  the  company'a  police 
department  and  their  man  Inspected 
the  locked  receptacle  and  called  in 
two  policemen  who  stood  by  ready  to 
take  evidence  aa  the  trunk  was 
opened.  With  thoughts  of  a  mutilated 
body  contained  in  the  trunk  the  lock 
waa  smaahed  and  the  Hd  raised  to 
rcvsal  aeveral  layers  of  cloth  soaked 
In  blood,  out  came  the  notebooks 
and  pencils.  Further  investigation 
revealed,  however,  that  the  owner  of 
the  piece  had  shipped  some  choice 
cuts-tof  meet  ,with  his  clothing,  with 
the  intention  of  giving  his  friends  a 
treat,  and  his  chagrin  at  finding  hla 
clothes  totslly  ruined  wan  aa  nothing 
to  hla  wrath  at  having  to  pay  for 
transportation  of  meat  at  double  ex. 
cess  rate  from  originating  point  to 
destination. 

Nice  Idea,  But  Costly 

Another  party  thought  It  would  be 
nice  to  take  his  city  friends  a  Jar  of 
honey  from  his  own  bees.  It  waa  a 
very  kind  thought,  too,  but  that  Jar 
of  honey  broke  on  the  Journey,  ruln«d 
the  entire  contents  of  hla  trunk, 
seeped  through  to  another  piece  of 
baggage,  and  the  originator  of  the 
nice  idea  waa  somewhat  put  out  when 
he  found  he  had  to  pay  for  damage 
to  another  passenger's  baggage. 

Fruit,  preserves,  cheese,  meats  and 
A  hundred  other  things  are  offered  for 
checking  in  trunks,  and  If  the  bag- 
gage agent  finds  out  such  articles  are 
in  the  receptacle  offered  he  can  only 
politely  but  firmly  decline,  to  check  It. 
The  owner  may  realise  that  he  is  In 
the  wrong  and  take  such  pieces  out  of 
the  trunk  snd  express  them  or  make 
other  disposition  of  the  aoodn.  Again, 
he  may  not  have  time  to  do  thla  and 
his  baggage  misses  the  train.  If  he 
geta  by  the  baggage  agent  It  is  very 
spt  to  he  noticed  in  the  baggsge  csr 
by  the  train  baggageman,  as  the  car 
Is  closed  most  of  the  time  and  gets 
warm,  and  then  his  nose  knows;  and 
he  plasters  a  label  on  it  calling  for 
examination  at  destination  for  llls- 
gltimate  baggage. 

1'pon  arrival  at  hla  home  town  the 
traveler  la  called  upon  to  pay  SI  1.40 
for  transportation  of  gsrden  ease  he 
could  hsve  purchased  far  cheaper  on 
arrival,  and  stnrts  his  holiday  off  with 
a  grouch.  To  him.  hla  grouch  Is  per- 
fectly Just,  snd  to  the  railroad  it  la 
exactly  the  reverse. 

Knags  Await  the  Foolish 
In  short,  the  snags  swaltlng  the 
travelers  who  tote  along  a  great  deal 
of  paraphernalia,  are  varied  and 
numerous,  and  Inquiry  from  the  local 
baggage  agent  on  any  obscure  points 
may  save  several  lengthy  arguments 
from  both  sides  of  the  counter.  It  is 
annoying  to  find  thst  a  piece  of  bag- 
gage msasuring  more  than  forty-five 
Inches  In  length  will  be  charged  for 
at  so  much  an  inch  for  the  excess 
length.  Irrespective  of  the  weight,  and 
one  la  likely  to  express  their  annoy- 
ance; but  It  In  far  more  annoying  to 
a  baggage  agent    to  have  prevlouely

FRENCH  TONNAGE 

IS  DULLER  RECENTLY 

France  s  overseas  trade  during  the 
first  quarter  of  this  year  has  not  been 
uuite  as  brisk  as  during  the  corre- 
sponding period  last  year,  according 
to  official  figures  received  by  the 
Hankers  Trust  Company  of  New  York 
from  Ms  Krench  Information  Service, 
which  "how  that  the  total  tonnage  of 
goods  loaded  In  French  ports  between 


January  l  and  April  1  totalled  10.- 
650.100  tons  this  year,  as  against  11,- 
405.400  tons  last  year.  The  number 
of  ships  entering  French  ports 
totalled  3.438  In  February  and  3.924 
In  March,  as  compared  with  an  aver- 
age of  3,926  for  any  month  last  year. 

As  regards  the  actual  volume  of 
traffic.  Kouen  still  head  the  list  of 
French  ports  with  total  Imports  and 
export*  at  603.000  tons,  and  Is  fol- 
lowed by  Marseilles  with  443.700  tons 
and  Mordeau  with  295.800  tons.  I,e 
t  Havre,  which  generally  ranks  third 
in  Importance  among  the  French 
ports  is  this  time  fourth  with  278.100 
tons,  snd  Is  closely  followed  by 
Dunkerque  with  218.400  tons.

OAKLAND,  May  26.— Application 
has  been  made  to  tbe  War  Depart- 
ment for  permission  to  sink  the  oea- 
crete  ship  Palo  Alto  In  Ihe  Oakland 
eetuary  so  that  it  will  form  part  of 
the  dyke  to  be  built  between  the 
Oakland  side  and  Government  Island, 
by  R.  C.  Porter.  Kan  Francisco  en- 
gineer. The  Palo  Alto  was  built  as 
an  experiment  during  the  wsr  but 
never  was  put  into  commission.  If 
permission  is  granted,  the  vessel  will 
be  sunk  In  a  dredged  trench,  so  as  to 
form  part  of  the  dyke.  Porter  said 
that  storage  space  would  also  be 
provided  by  the  vessel  s  hold. 

The  Palo  Alto  was  purchased  from 
the  Shipping  Hoard  several  months 
ago  by  Oliver  J.  Olson  for  818.000 
and  she  has  since  been  stripped  of 
her  machinery  and  other  movables. 

Thl-  vessel,  together  with  the  Per- 
alta,  a  sister  ship,  are  among  the 
monument's  to  the  Shipping  Hoard's 
large  expenditures  of  money  during 
the  war. 


LECTURES  ON  CANADA 

PROVE  POPULAR 

QUKBKC,  May  25. — Approximately 
250.000  people  attended  lectures  on 
Canada  given  by  officers  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Hallway  Department  of 
Colonisation  and  Development 
throughout  the  Cnited  Kingdom.  In 
the  1824-1925  season.  according  to 
Col.  J.  S.  Dennis.  Commissioner  of  the 
Immigration  and  Colonization  De- 
partment, who  has  returned  to  Can- 
ada over  the  week-end.  Over  400 
meeting--  were  held,  he  declared,  and 
much  Interest  was  shown  In  all  parts 
of  Canada  throughout  the  Hrltish 
Isles. 

The  Colonel  reported  that  New  Zea- 
land and  Australia  were  work  Inp  ex- 
ceedingly hard  to  secure  proper  Im- 
migrants for  these  Dominions. 

Col.  Dennis  also  stated  that  much 
food  work  had  been  done  In  Northern 
Ireland  and  stated  that  he  favored  In- 
creased Rritlsh  tourist  traffic  to  Can- 
ads  sa  the  best  means  of  putting  the 
Dominion  to  the  fore  in  Hrltaln.

No  British 
slateemsn  has  played  a  larger  part  In 
British  Imp-rial  paltry  than  Viscount 
M liner,  who  died  last  week  at  hia  Can- 
terbury hom««.  A  barrister  and  bril- 
liant journalist,  he  became  private 
"*eyetary  to  Goachen.  the  famous 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  almost 
forty  year-  ago. 

From  that  date  uirtil  1*31  he  served 
his  country  almost  continuously  In  ons 
high  poet  after  another  South  Afrlcs 
end  Egypt  were  the  chief  fields  In 
■which  he  labored,  with  great  profit  to 
the  British  Kmplre  He  lived  in  Houth 
Africa  for  nine  years,  consolidating 
British  interests  before  and  after  the 
Boer  Wir.  Kdurated  In  Germany,  end 
supposedly  aympathetic  with  Or 
many,  Mllner  was  not  a  popular  figure 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  war;  hut  when 
Lloyd  George  formed  his  flrat  Minis 
try.  he  made  him  a  member  of  the 
wnr  fahlnet.  and  he  held  this,  portfolio 
until  the  end. 


j Practical  Value  of  Poetry  Shown  by; 
I  Dr.  Sedgwick  of  University  of  B.  C. 


Retiring  and  strongly  disliking;  pub- 
licity. Mllner  remained  In  the  back- 
ground: but  among  his  colleagues,  his 
Judgment,  keen  power  of  nnalysls  and 
courage  gave  him  high  place  In  all 
profoundly  important  discusslana. 
whether  the  laeues  were  of  a  purely- 
local  character  or  Involved  all  the 
Allies.  Mllner  had  meny  ©fjhe  strong- 
est qualities  of  the  Germans,  and  the 
fadf  that  he  could  wee  problems  from 
thHr  point  of  view  made  him  a  most 
valuable  asset  to  his  government. 

To  the  general  public  he  appeared 
cold  and  unemotional,  but  even  a 
slight  acquaintance  proved  thst  he 
waa  warm  hearted,  deeply  sympathetic 
and  progressive  In  his  views.  During 
an*  after  the  war  he  never  failed  to 
respond  to  newspaper  men  let  riving 
professional  assistance.  With  all  hla 
varied  Interests  and  the  heavy  burden 
of  work  he  remained  deeply  Interested 
in  journalism  and  one  of  the  deepest 
atudenta  of  American  affairs. 

Mis- 1 on  to  ftfcypt 

The  war  over,  ne  headed  a  mi*  , ion 
to  Kyypt  which  made  a  long  study  of 
conditions,  and  laaued  a  roport  that 
surprised  the  general  public  because 
of  the  liberality  of  its  concessions  to 
Kgypt.  The  government  of  the  day 
failed  to  accept  all  of  the  recom- 
mendations made,  and  In  the  opinion 
of  some  of  the  observers  that  failure 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  un- 
hsppy  position  existing  at  the  present 
time. 

Greater,  perhaps,  than  hia  many 
public  accomplishments  was  his 
faculty  for  gathering  about  him  young 
men  of  more  than  average  ability 
and  training  them  for  public  careers. 
A\  hlle  in  South  Africa  he  took  Into  his 
association,  among  others,  John 
Hurhan.  Amary  and  Philip  Kerr. 
During  the  war  Colonel  Huchan  be- 
came head  of  the  British  propaganda 
organisation,  one  of  the  most  efficient 
departments  developed  during  that 
time.  Me  enjoys  a  high  reputation 
as  a  historian  and  popular  novellgt. 
Mllner  J'oliry  Par-Hrclng 

Amery.-  as  editorial  writer  for  "The 
London  Times,"  and  now  as  Baldwin's 
Colonial  Minuter,  la  riving  practical 
application  to  the  things  he  learned 
from  Viscount  Mllner.  r*hillp  Kerr 
served  as  private  secretary  to  Lloyd 
Oeorge  during  the  last  years  of  the 
war  and  enjoyed  that  responsibility 
because-'  Mllner  Insisted  he  was  the 
best  man  for  the  place. 

Theee  and  half  a  dosen  other  young 
men  composed  what  Is  known  as 
"Mllner'*  Kindergarten."  Krom  that 
group  sprang  the  Itritiah  common- 
wealth Idea,  a  plan  to  broad  en  and 
liberalize  the  old  concept  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire  Out  of  It  also  mine  the 
scheme  for  Mhe  commonwealth  of 
nations,  which  Kerr  and  Uonel 
Curtis  have  outlined  at  the  William* 
town  conference. 

Mllner  was  the  directing  rrenlus  of 
many  'movements,  but  for  the  last 
two  yeara  his  health  had  been  failing. 
Haldwln  certainly  would  have  In- 
cluded him  In  his  Cabinet  had  he  j 
been  able  to  undertake  the  work.  It 
would  be  Inaccurate  to  say  thaoMll- 
«er.  like  Lord  Curson,  was  represent- 
ative of  a  school  of  another  period 
Mllner  waa  always  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  hia  friends  Insist  he  waa 
In  advenes  of  public  opinion  ae  repre- 
sented by  hla  political  eseoelates.

The  ordinary  man  and  woman  of  to- 
day, the  people  who  pay  taxes  and 
vote,  want  to  be  sure,  perhaps  new 
more  than  at  sny  other  time  in  his- 
tory, thst  public,  money  la  not  being 
wasted,  thst  whst  they  psy  In  taxes 
Is  returned  to  them  in  service  Many 
say.  "We  quite  agree  that  children 
must  be  taught  mathematics  and 
modern  languages;  they  will  need 
theee  acosrapllshments  to  enable  them 
to  get  on  in  life,  in  fact,  to  make 
money;  but  as  to  this  poetry  and  lit- 
erature and  suth  stuff,  what  good  is 
that  to  them? — they  w|H  not  get  on 
any  better  In  life  because  they  know 
that.  Their  view.  If  they  thought  It 
out.  would  be  very  much  like  the  view 
of  the  average  student,  as  ably  ex- 
pressed In  a  tale  told  by  Dr.  Sedgwick. 

Me  had.  he  eaid.  been  trying  for 
some  time  to  make  one  of  his  students 
give  him  the  meaning  of  a  certain 
poem  of  Wordsworth  b.  After  much 
hard  work  on  hla  part,  at  last  the  stu- 
dent gave  him  the  right  meaning.  The 
student  then  said  to  him  (whst  many 

Students  have  thought,  but  few  hsve 
sred  to  say).    If  that  Is  what  Words- 
worth meant,  why  the  d  1  didn't  he 

say  so?" 

Dr.  Sedgwick,  In  the  course  of  his 
lecture  given  In  the  Memorial  Hall  on 
Monday  evenlrfg  last,  without  neces- 
sarily setting  out  to  do  so,  showed 
thst  this  point  of  view  waa  totally 
wrong,  and  also  proved  conclusively 
that  poetry,  that  la.  good  poetry,  waa 
of,  real  use  In  the  world  today. 

Its  chief  use  lies  In  the  fact  that  It' 
Is  a  record  of  experiences  of  the  soul: 
sll  men  hsve  experiences  of  the  soul, 
few  have  the  power  to  communicste 
them  to  their  fellow  men.    But  why 


Inspiring  snd  mesnisgless.  This  the 
lecturer  ably  demonstrated 

Dr.  Bedgwtck'e  long  explanation, 
necessary  to  make  the  ten  per  cent 
who  understood  the  poem  at  flrst 
glance  Into  the  ninety  per  cent  who 
understood  It  In  the  end.  he  graphic- 
ally likened  to  a  retarded  motion  pic- 
ture. In  a  retarded  motion  picture,  he 
said,  sometimes  sthletes  running  a 
race,  sre  ahown  running  much  more 
slowly  than  they  did  In  actual  fact, 
this  often  makes  their  actions,  which 
in  reality   are  beautiful,  appear  ugly. 

Then,  from  a  reading  of  "The  De- 
serted House."  the  lecturer  showed 
how  a  poet,  by  mesne  of  words,  could 
conjure  up  a  scene  before  the  eyee  of 
hie  reader,  as  clear  aa  If  portrayed  on 
canvas,  and  by  means  of  rhythm 
could  bring  sounds  only  hinted  at  by 
his  words  to  the  ears  of  his  intelligent 
reader. 

But.  he  Inferred,  all  the  inepiratlon 
and  beauty  to  be  found  In  good  poetry 
is  «s  a  closed  book  to  the  reader. 

The  truism,  thst  In  this  world 
nothing  good  can  be  gained  except  >>y 
hard  work  la  as  true  In  the  case  of 
the  render  of  poetry  as  it  la  In  the 
case  of  the  creator  of  lu 

To  understand  poetry  properly 
needs  hard  work,  and  here  comes  In 
another  educative  use  for  that  much 
abused  art,  its  study  acta  as  a  mental 
gymnastic  to  the  student. 

Again,  this  difficulty  to  be  experi- 
enced In  understanding  poetry,  as 
well  as  acting  us  a  mental  atlmulous 
to  the  reader.  also  enhance*  the 
value  to  him  of  the  message  con- 
veyed; In  this  the  poet  Is  following 
the  example  of  one  who  mostly  taught

Is  It.  some  may  ask,  useful  to  com- 
munlcate  the  experiences  even  of  a 
great  soul.  Well,  most  men  will  admit 
that  history  Is  useful  to  mankind.  His- 
tory In  its  trueet  sspect  la  made  up  of 
the  biographies  of  great  men.  From 
studying  these  lives,  tioys  and  young 
men  may  possibly  learn  how  to  direct 
their  activities  today.  Speaking  broad- 
ly, they  will  not  have  to  begin  at  the 
beginning  of  things,  but  they  will  be 
able  to  start  where  their  fathers  left 
off,  manifestly  a  great  advantage. 
Juat  In  the  same  way  with  poetry. 
Poetry  Is  the  history  of  experiences  ef 
the  soul,  the  -history  of  thought,  and 
so.  baaed  on  a  knowledge  of  poetry,  a 
man's  thoughts  may  reach  to  higher 
nights  than  If  he  had  not  that  knowl- 
edge. The  h.> risen  of  his  thought-world 
will -be  so  enlarged;  this  will  help  to 
free  him  from  prejudice  snd  narrow- 
ness, the  great  hindrances  to  true 
progrees  In  the  world  today.  Thla  Is 
the  true  aim  of  education,  therefore 
poetry  should  have  an  honored  place 
lp  the  school  or  university  curriculum 

The  foregoing  was  cullsd  as  much 
from  Dr.  Bedgwtck'e  Interpretation  of 
two  poems,  as  from  his  srtual  words; 
these  poems  were  Andrew  ding's 
Words  to  Sir  Edward  Klgar'a  "Ho- 
mance."  and  a  poem,  'The  Deserted 
House."  author  unknown. 

He  first  resd  "Romance"  through 
quickly,  and  from  observing  the  au- 
dience, It  was  apparent  that  hla  esti- 
mate that  quite  ninety  per  cent  of 
themNrould  not  understand  the  inner 
significance  of  thla  poem  at  a  first 
reading,  waa  s  correct  one  He  then 
went  through  the  poem  word  for  word, 
gradually  unfolding  it,  wonderful 
Imagery  and  beauty,  and  making  It 
speak  to  hi*  hearers.  Ha  then  read 
It  through  again,  and  it  waa  clear  that 
this  time  it  was  the  ninety  per  cent 
who  understood  It.  and  the  ten  per 
cent  who  did  not. 

Now  the  poet,  by  mesns  of  a  little 
more  than  190  words,  had  laid  bare 
his  soul  experience  to  thoaa  attuned  to 
hear  It.  Somewhat  In  the  same  way. 
«  wireless  operator  eends  out  a  mes- 
sage on  sound  waves  to  be  ploked  up 
and  made  use  of  by  any  station  at- 
tuned to  receive  It.  And  as  It  Is  the 
wlreleea  operator's  art  to  send  out  the 
fullest  messsge  with  the  fewest  pos- 
sible words,  so  it  Is  the  poet's.,  Again, 
poetic  language  made  the  message 
poignant,  penetrating  and  attractive 
The  bare  outline  ef  the  story  could  be 
conveyed  In  the  same  number  of  prose 
sould  be  flat,  un- 


In  parables,  "that  only  those  who  had 
ears  to  hear  might  hear." 

About  the  poet  himself,  the  lec- 
turer pointed  out  thst  his  art  was 
not  what  It  seemed  to  he.  The  gen- 
eral opinion  of  a  poet  is  that  he  le  a 
lsay  man;  that  to  make  poems  Is 
merely  a  pastime.  He  Is  generally  a 
hopeleasly  unpractical  pereon.  untl  so 
to  the  average  mind,  may  seem  luiy. 

In  reality,  this  is  by  no  means  the 
caae.  The  good  poet  puts  Ms  life  Into 
his  work;  all  creative  work  tnkes 
much  out  of  the  creator.  The  creator 
of  poetry  Is  no  exception  to  this  rule 

Dr.  Houseman,  on*  of  the  greatest 
living  poets,  has  written  very  little 
poetry  Indeed,  and  nearly  all  this 
poetry  was  written  In  a  period  of  less 
than  two  years.  Writing  later  obout 
this  period  of  poetic  fervor.  Dr. 
Houseman  auld:  "If  it  hud  continued 
much  longer  1  doubt  that  I  should 
have  survived  It."  / 

A  true  poet  contains  within  him 
creative  genius.  Today  psychologists 
are  finding  out  the  whys  and  the 
wherefores  and  the  hows  of  every- 
thing, hut  they  have  not  yet  found  out 
what  constitutes  creative  g*nlue;  and 
the  lecturer  said  he  hoped  they  never 
would. 

Most  of  us  believe  that  creative 
genius   is  a   gift   sent   straight  from 

God. 

Poets,  ns  a  rule,  do  not  know  how 
their  poems  are  made,  they  come  to 
them  In  floods  of  inspiration. 

Just  as  the  sculptor  chips  out  his 
ststue  In  the  rough  first,  and  then 
afterwards  finishes  it  off  tind  polishes 
It.  so  the  poet  jots  down  the  chief 
points  in  his  poem  In  his  inspired 
moments,  and  then  afterwards  he 
clothe*  It  in  finished  language. 

In  all  ages  there  have  been  prophets. 
They  have  told  their  message  through 
.different  mediums.  some  through 
preaching,  some  through  painty,  and 
some  through  poetry  Of  these  the 
poet  In  many  ways  oan  send  his  mes- 
sage the  furthest;  it  Is  for  the  good 
of  mankind  that  these  messages 
should  be  made  available  to  the  great - 
eet  number  possible,  hence  the  atudy 
and  true  understanding  of  poetry  la 
of  great  importance  to  th*  future  of 
the  rare 

Lecture*  like  that  of  Dr.  Sedgwick's 
are  helping  towards  this  grest  end. 
He  made  many  of  his  hearer*  wish  to 
read  more  poetry  aad  to  read  It  with 
deeper  understanding.  If  he  can 
affect  his  puplla  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  In  the  asm*  wsy.  he 
will  be  doing  good  work  for  Csnsda. 
Not  all  will  gain  equal  good  from  their 
reading,  but  all  who  approach  It  In 
the  right  spirit  will  gain  sesne  good 
Some  will  gain  only  pleasure,  the 
highest  form  of  pleasure;  some 
beauty— and  Keat  s  has  said: 

"Beauty  Is  truth,  truth  beauty,  that 
I*  all 

Ta  know  on  earth,  and  all  ye  need  t* 
know." 

Some  will  gafn  inspiration  to  make 
their  lives  nobler  and  better;  some  will 
gain  Ideals,  far  poetry  la  above  all. 
Idealistic,  snd  the  world  today  is  cry 
in*  aloud  for  men  with  Ideals  who  win 
do    great    things,    greatly,  for  great

May  20 —The  lJ7th 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterlsn 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.  will  meet  In 
Columbus,  beginning  tomorrow  and 
continuing  for  one  week.  At  about 
the  same  time  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Preabyterlan  Church  In  the 
US.  will  be  In  session  In  the  south. 
At  several  General  Assemblies  efforts 
hsve  been  made  to  merge  these  two 
branches  of  the  denomination  Into 
one,  but  thus  far  without  success. 
Km  braced  4S  Synod- 

Approximately  1.000  duly  elected 
commissioners  will  attend  the  Assem- 
bly in  Columbus.  representing  not 
only  every  stste  in  the  union,  but  also 
Alaska.  Porto  Rico.  Cuba.  West 
Africa  and  various  foreign  countrien. 
This  is  the  annual  congress  of  the  de- 
nnmlnstion.  snd  will  transact  business 
for  it  synods.  2D9  presbyteries.  10,000 
churches,  and  more  than  st, 800, 000 
communicant  members. 

Financial  Sit  sat  ion 

Among  the  constructive  legislation 
to  be  enscted  will  be  the  adopting  of 
a  unified  finance  system  for  the  entire 
denomination.  Plana  will  be  launched 
for  a  national  crusade  for  the  re 
establishment  of  the  American  home 
as  the  working  unit  for  Christian  citi- 
zenship to  combat  the  evils  which 
havs  grown  up  under  the  laxity  of 
parental  sunervlalon  over  the  growing 
generation,  which  Presbyterlsn  lead- 
ers hold  responsible  for  the  Increase 
of  Immorsllty  and  crime.  8pace  will 
be  taken  to  establish  a  great  religious 
national  centre  at  Washington  under 
the  direction  of  the  Presbyterian  Na- 
tional Capital  Commission.  These 
plans  Include  the  expenditure  of  sev- 
eral million  dollars  in  sxtsndlng  the 
uaefulness  of  existing  Presbytetrlan 
churches  In  Washington,  and  the  pos- 
sible erection  of  a  groat  Prosbytsrisn 
Cathedral  Church*  In  the  Diatrlct  of 
Columbia. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  general 
aasembly  will  be  taken  up  with  of- 
ficial reports  concerning  church  co- 
operation and  union.  Plans  are  In 
hand  for  perfecting  unity  between 
the  Presbyterlsn  Church  and  the 
Congregations!  Church  snd  for  Join- 
ing the  Preabyterlan  Church  In  the 
U.S.A.  with  the  United  Presbyterlsn 
Church,  which  has  Its  headquarters 
In  Plttaburgh,  Pa. 

Possible  conservative  candidates 
for  moderator  are  Dr.  William  L 
McEwan.  of  Pittsburgh.  Pa.,  snd 
William  Jennings  Bryan,  of  Florida, 
who  is  retiring  vice-moderator  of  the 
essembly.

Erdman.  of  Princeton.  N.J.

When  most  of  u*  were  going  to 
school  atoms  were  supposed  to  be 
the  smallest  particle*  of  matter.  The 
very  word  "atom"  moan*.  In  Greek, 
"to  have  no  parts."  The  stom,  that 
Is,  waa  supposed  to  be  Indivisible. 
There  was  supposed  to  be  one  kind 
of  atom  for  each  chemical  element: 
there  were  atoms  of  gold,  atoms  of 
copper,  atoms  of  sulphur,  snd  so  on. 
That  was  sll  there  waa  to  It. 

It  was  true  that  nobody  hsd  ever 
seen  an  atom.  The  atom*  were  far 
too  small  for  us  ever  to  hope  to  see 
them,  even  with  the  mo*t  powerful 
microscopes.  The  Idea  that  they 
were  tiny.  Indivisible  partlclea  waa 
simply  an  idea. 

It  was.  we  now  know,  a  wrong 
Idea.  Not  that  we  have  seen  them. 
Thst  is  still  Impossible.  But  scientist* 
hsve  devtaed  Indirect  way*  of  Investi- 
gating them,  way*  thst  do  not  depend 
upon  seeing  them.  In  particular,  a 
brilliant  young  professor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Copenhsgen,  Dr.  Nlsla 
Bohr,  haa  worked  out  some  v«i-y  re- 
markable method*  of  studying  atom* 
by  mean*  of  the  light  thst  masses  of 
them  give  off  when  they  *re  hot;  the 
yellow  light,  for  exsmple,  that  the 
atoms  of  sod  I  u  m  give  out  when  you 
throw  a  handful  of  salt  Into  a  fire. 
Atoms  Mkr 


And  now,  thank*  to  Dr.  Bohr  and 
to  the  other  sciential*  who  hsve  been 
working  so  Industriously  and  so 
pslnataklngly  In  this  field,  we  know 
that  atom*  are  not  small,  round,  in- 
divisible hall*  of  gold  and  copper  and 
what  not.  Far  from  It.  Atoms,  In 
fact,  are  much  more  like  small  solar 
systems. 

One  atom  of  copper,  for  example, 
constats  of  thirty  separate  particle.* 
At  the  centre  of  the  atom  la  a  rela 
tlvely  large  particle  called  the 
"nucleus."  It  playa  In  the  stom  the 
same  role  that  the  sun  plays  In  the 
•olar  system  to  which  our  earth  bs- 
long*.  This  central  nucleus  1*  the 
atomic  *un.  , 

The  other  twenty-nine  nsrtlcle*  are 
the  "planets"  of  the  copper  atom. 
They  revolve  around  the  nucleus  In 
very  much  the  aame  way  that  th* 
earth  and  thV  other  plsnets  revolve 
around  the  *un.  If  we  could  make 
a  microscope  million*  of  times  more 
powerful  than  any  mlcro*cope  ever 
built,  or.  what  1*  the  same  thing.  If 
we  could  take  a  small  piece  of  cop- 
per wire  and  enlarge  It  a  billion  or 
two  time*,  we  would  be  *ble  actuslly 
to  see  the**  twenty-nine  atomic 
planet*  as  they  revolve  around  their 
tiny  sun 


Hut  we  would  be  much  ourprlsed 
to  find  that  they  were  not  clo*e  to 
aaeh  other  at  all.  They  are  even  lea* 
close.  In  fart,  than  the  planets  of  our 
solar  system.  If  we  stood  somewhere 
Inside  sn  atom  thst  had  been  en- 
larged msny  billion  times  we  would 
seem  to  b*  In  a  space  almost  as 
empty  aa  though  we  were  off  aome- 
where  half  way  between  the  earth 
and'  Mars. 

That  is  what  I  meant  when  1  said 
that  the  matter  of  thla  page  >•  near- 
ly all  empty  apace.  The  apace  be- 
tween the  particles  of  stoma  and  th. 
space  between  the  atoms  themselves 
Is  fsr  greater  1n  smount  thsn  thst 
occupied  by  the  solid  part*  of  She 
atom.  Any  substance  *eem*  "solid" 
to  us  only  because  our  eys  Is  too 
gross  an  Instrument  to  see  down  Into 
the  spsces  between  the  stoma  and.  to 
perceive  how  tiny  the  nucleus  snd 
It*  planes  really  are. 

Now  for  the  power  In  atoms.  Mo- 
tion means  power.  If  the  Twentieth 
Century  Limited  hlU  something  snd 
stop*.  a  tremendou*  quantity  of 
power  la  aet  free — so  much  power 
that  the  whole  train  I*  bent  and 
twlated  to  bits.  In  the  same  way.  If 
our  earth  hit  something  snd  stopped 
suddenly  In  It*  orbit  around  the  *un, 
the  power  set  free  would  be  vust 
enough  not  only  to  me)t  the  entire 
earth,  but  to  turn  It  and  everything 
on  it  Into  white"  hot  gas. 

A  tVnt  Would  Heat  s  Hosw 

Now  ihla  aame  power  of  motion 
realde*  In  the  Utile  flying  planet*  ln-# 
side  an  atom.  They  are  tiny,  but 
there  *re  many  of  th**n.  and  they  fly 
fast.  In  th*  copper  stom.  for  ex- 
ample, some  of  the  planet*  move  at 
the  tremendous  *pe*d  of  St.000  mile* 
a  second  a  aps*d  that  far  transcend* 
anything  In  ordlnsry  sxperlence.  The 
fastest  rifle  bullet  has  less  than  ons- 
flfty-thouaandth  of  thl*  apeed.  If  we 
could  stop  a  few  of  these  atoms  snd 
get  the  power  out  of  them,  as  w* 
might,  for  example,  by  stopping 
cannon  balls,  ths  atom*  In  one  copper 
cent  would  give  you  enough  power 
to  hsat  your  house  for  weeks. 

And  now  you  will  ask  ms  what 
part  of  these  marvels  are  certain 
facts  snd  whst  part  of  them  are 
guesswork.  We  believe  thst  all  of 
Ihem  are  facta.  No  scientist  doubts 
much  sny  more  that  th*  atom*  of 
•verythlng.  even  of  the  human  body, 
are  really  these  Inconceivably  active. 
Immeasurably  powerful  little  solar 
systems  thst  I  have  described

.Um  of  construct  Ion  and  did  not  ga 
much  out  of  their  way  to  obtain  tank- 
er contracts.  Ths  work  raised  nsw 
problema  of  riveting,  and  oil  tlghtfiaa* 
was  found  to  be  a  very  different  thing 
from  water  tightness.

Of  Leningrad  Mr.  Selfrldge  says: 
"The  population  ha*  dwindled  from 
more  than  2.0*0.000  to  perhaps  three- 
quarters  of  a  million.  •  The  people 
<  to  r  n  In  their  faces  no  look  of  hope, 
no  smiles  or  laughter,  but  Instead 
seemed  trying  simply  to  exist,  which 
undertaking  appeared  by  no  means 
easy.  But,  of  course,  none  of  us  had 
seen  Russia  before  and  were  unable 
to  compare  the  present  condition  of 
the  people  with  that  of  their  pre-war 
days.  Their  clothing  seemed  terribly 
poor,  and  their  boots  often  not  boots 
at  all  but  wrappings  of  pieces  of 
tough  cloth  or  remnants  of  leather.  To 
tie  everything  seemed  wretchedly 
destitute. 

Parcmcntg  Arc  Wrecks 
After  mentioning  how  the  palaces 
are  now  occupied  for  Governmental 
purposes.  Mr.  Selfrldge  continued: 
"The  streets  seemod  not  to  have  been 
repaired  for  years,  and  are  In  a 
wretched  condition.  The  trams  are 
running  but  have  not  been  painted, 
and  look  of  course  very  much  dilapi- 
dated. Droskys  or  cabs  are  In  the 
rii  condition.  There  is  one  hotel 
in  Ix>nlngrad,  the  hotel  de  L'ICuropo. 
which  Is  still  fairly  good. 

"Shops  are  very  scantily  filled  with 
the  poorest  kind  of  merchandise  and 
one  constantly  seea  persons  on  the 
streets  selling  little  bits  of  goods  of 
various  kinds  from  trays. 

'Everything  In  Russia  Is  extremely 
dear,  about  two  shillings  seemed  to 
us  able  to  buy  at  most  not  more  than 
one  shilling's  worth  of  goods. 

"Those  In  a  position  to  know  said 
food  has  become  reasonable  In  price, 
of  this  we  could  not  Judge  because 
the  hotel  charges  wirl  enormous,  but 
i loots  and  shoes,  which  here  are  sold 
for  15s.  8d.  to  15s.  were  there  marked 
roubles,  which  meant  about  £1 
10s." 

Say   Moscow's  Lively 

Mr.  Selfrldge  also  described  his  Im- 
pressions of  Moscow. 

"The  hotel  there,"  he  declared, 
was  much  poorer  than  the  one  In 
Leningrad,  but  we  were  able  to  get 
rooms  with  baths  and  food  which 
was  quite  good.  Moscow  has  grown 
from  a  city  of  a  million  to  more  then 
2.000.000.  The  same  general  condi- 
tions prevail  there  as  In  Leningrad, 
except  It  Is  more  active  and  progres- 
sive a  city.  It  Is  the  capital  of  the 
country,  and  the  Kremlin  Is  the  seat 
of  the  Government.  We  were  told  by 
both  Soviets  and  Westerners  living  In 
Moscow  that  conditions  now  are  much 
better  than  a  year  or  two  ago.  Then, 
they  said,  the  whole  thovght  seemed 
a  question  of  obtaining  food,  while 
now  they  seemed  to  have  a  fairly  suf- 
ficient amount." 

With  letters  of  Introduction  Mr.  Sel- 
frldge called  on  several  persone  in 
suthorlty.  who  received  him  with  ex- 
treme courtesy  and  with  apparent  wil- 
lingness to  answer  all  his  questions. 

•»They  told  us."  Mr.  Selfrldge  re- 
ported, "that  no  Communist  Is  per- 
mitted to  receive  more  than  192 
roubles  a  month,  which  amounts  to 
about  £20.  and  men  In  hlgkMst  offices 
are  officially  remunerated  only  at  that 
rule  They  seemed  entirely  sincere 
end  unselfish,  and  when  I  asked  what 
was  going  to  happen  when  they  died 
and  if  their  successors  were  to  be 
found  who  would  be  equally  unselfish, 
they  Insisted  they  were  educating  the 
Country  to  produce  such  men. 

"I  expressed  my  opinion  that  the 
whole  thing  was  a  great  and  ex- 
tremely doubtful  experiment.  Their 
reply  was  that  they  could  hardly  look 
upon  It  as  that,  but  It  perhaps  might 
be  so  considered."

How  to  Moke  Home  Made  (Vxipecr 

Ths  antenna  coupler  for  the  radio 
frequency  amplifier  shown  recently  can 
be  built  at  home  If  desired.  It  con- 
sists of  two  windings,  a  primary  and 
a  secondary,  having  eight  and  fifty 
turns  respectively.  The  colls  are 
wound  on  a  bakellte  tube  about  three 
Inches  In  diameter  and  three  Inches 
long.  -The  primary  is  wound  at  the 
top  of  the  tube  and  the  secondary  on 
the  bottom.  These  are  spaced  about 
one  quarter  of  an  Inch  apart, 

A  wire  of  about  twenty-four-guage 
will  make  a  compact  unit.  Use  either 
double  silk  or  cotton  covered.

PRINCE  VISITS 
DIAMOND  MINE 


COMPOUND   FOCND  SIMILAR  TO 
WAR  INTMINMKNT  CAMP 
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JAOER8KONTK1N,  Union  of  South 
Africa.  May  16  — The  Prince  of  Wales 
•aw  his  first  South  African  diamond 
mine  today.  Getting  Into  the  com- 
pound of  a  diamond  mine,  he  found, 
1*  quite  ss  difficult  as  getting  out  of 
a  war  Internment  camp.  It  is  en- 
tirely surrounded  by  a  high  double 
fence  of  barbed  wire,  patrolled  dsy 
snd  night  by  armed  guards.  The  only 
entrance  to  an  area,  of  eeveral  square 
miles  Is  by  a  narrow  gat*,  and  a  fine 
of  8160  snd  three  months'  hard  labor 
Is  fhe  penalty  for  getting  in  any  other 
wsy.  As  a  souvenir  the  Prince  re- 
ceived a  small  one-carat  stone  still 
embedded  In  Its  matrix  of  blue  clay. 

The  natives  who  supply  ths  labor 
for  these  mines  are  not  allowed  to 
leave  the  compound  during  the  dura- 
tion of  their  contract,  which  la  gen- 
erally two  to  three  months.  Wrapped 
in  old  khaki,  they  thronged  about  the  I  | 
Prince  today  aa  he  walked  through 
their
